Palka  Named 
New  Puma 
Football  Coach 

After  one  season  as 
defensive  coordinator, 
Joseph  Palka  has  been 
named  Puma  Head 
Football  Coach.  Palka 
fills  the  position  left 
vacant  by  the  January 
resignation  of  former 
Head  Coach  Bill  Reagan. 

Under  Palka  s  direc¬ 
tion,  the  1994  Puma 
defense  set  two  Midwest 
Intercollegiate  Football 
Conference  Records,  set 
a  school  record  for 
fewest  rushing  yards  in  a 
single  game,  and  scored 
20  defensive  points.

Canadian  Speaker  of  the  House  Chosen

Gilbert  Parent  ‘57,  the  current  speaker  of  Canada’s  House  of  Commons, 
was  the  recipient  of  the  Saint  Joseph’s  College  Alumni  Association’s  Alumni 
Achievement  Award. 

Parent  came  to  Saint  Joseph’s  as  a  Canadian  star  athlete  who  played  basket¬ 
ball,  baseball  and  hockey.  However,  it  was  his  football  ability  that  earned  him  a 
scholarship  at  a  time  when  the  Puma’s  were  among  the  nation’s  elite  small  college 
teams.  His  career  was  cut  short  when  he  was  seriously  injured  in  an  automobile 
accident  while  returning  home  to  Ontario  from  Indiana.  Unable  to  play  football, 
Parent  was  able  to  keep  his  athletic  scholarship  playing  baseball. 

Upon  graduation  from  Saint  Joseph’s  College,  Parent  returned  to  Ontario  and 
entered  the  teaching  profession.  He  became  involved  in  Canadian  politics  soon 
after  and  by  1974  he  was  serving  his  first  term  in  the  Canadian  Parliament.  Those 
close  to  him  say  his  life,  including  his  time  at  Saint  Joseph’s  College,  helped  mold 
him  into  an  astute,  persistent,  political  figure,  who  survived  six  ballots  over  more 
well-known  political  candidates  for  the  Speaker’s  position. 

Parent,  and  his  wife,  Joan,  reside  in  Welland-Saint  Catharines-Thorold,  Ontario, 
with  their  four  daughters.

Father  Bierberg’s  Death 


Father  Rudolph  P.  Bierberg  C.PPS.  ‘35,  long-time  professor  and  friend  to  many  Saint  Josephs  alumni,  died 
February  24, 1995  at  Saint  Charles  Infirmary,  Carthagena,  Ohio.  He  had  been  in  failing  health  for  the  past  year. 

A  native  of  Columbus,  Ohio,  Father  Bierberg  first  came  to  Saint  Josephs  as  a  student  during  1931-1935.  He 
entered  the  Society  of  the  Precious  Blood  in  September,  1929  and  was  ordained  September  8, 1940.  He  earned 
an  S.T.L.  degree  in  General  Theology  from  Catholic  University  of  America,  Washington,  D.C.  and  an  S.T.D. 
degree  in  Scripture  there  two  years  later. 

Father  Bierberg  subsequently  served  as  a  professor  at  Marian  College,  Fond  du  Lac,  Wise.,  in  1942-44;  a  pro¬ 
fessor  at  Viterbo  College,  LaCrosse,  Wise.,  in  1944-45;  and  a  professor  at  Saint  Charles  Seminary,  Carthagena, 
Ohio,  1945-50.  He  returned  to  Marian  College  in  1950,  and  then  joined  Saint  Joseph’s  College  faculty  in  1958. 

At  Saint  Joseph  s,  Father  Bierberg  served  as  chairman  of  the  Department  of  Theology  and  Assistant  Acad¬ 
emic  Dean.  While  here,  he  published  numerous  articles  and  book  reviews;  and  was  a  member  of  the  Catholic 
Biblical  Association,  the  Catholic  Theology  Society  of  America  and  the  Society  of  Catholic  College  Teachers 
of  Sacred  Doctrine.  In  1975,  he  received  the  Father  Edwin  Kaiser  Faculty  Scholar  Award  and  was  designated 
Professor  Emeritus  in  1980. 
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
